Land or water, the animal with the 
strongest bite on record is the dusky 
shark, a 12-foot-long beast that crunches 
down with 19.6 tons of pressure per 
square inch. In comparison, the jaws of 
life easily slice through Chevy Suburbans 
with a measly 5.8 tons of pressure. It 
should be noted, however, that the 
chomping strength of larger sharks, such 
as the great white, remain a mystery. This 
is primarily because these mammoth 
sharks rarely cooperate when asked to 
bite down on sensors without including 
a scientist’s gangly extremity.

He is tall and dark- 
complexioned, and his shabby 
clothes are too thin for the wintry 
weather. As he waits, shivering, he 
keeps looking over his shoulder, as 
if he’s being followed. The lock 
clicks and he limps in, wincing in 
pain as he opens the door. 

The man’s name is Ali, and he is 
a 19-year-old engineering student 
from southern Iran. The previous 
afternoon he was a sobbing heap, 
sprawled on the floor of a mosque in 
London, when an Iranian woman 
approached him. After listening to 
Ali’s story, she told him of a place 
where he could go for help. The 
woman was kind enough to let him 
sleep at her home that night, and 
she gave him an address and money 
for a taxi the next morning. She was 
sending him to the Medical Foun- 
dation for the Care of Victims of 
Torture, a human rights organiza- 
tion that helps refugees prepare a 
legal case to stay in the UK. If it can 
be proved that a person has been 
tortured in his country of origin, the 
authorities will not send him back. 
To gain asylum, Ali will have to 
recount his experience in painful 
detail to a person he’s never met.

Torture survivors often live with constant fear for the rest of their lives 


The man assigned to hear Ali’s 
story is Erol Yesilyurt, who is the 
manager of the foundation’s early- 
intervention team. Yesilyurt— 
himself a torture survivor from 
Turkey—has been a counselor at 
the foundation for 14 years. He first 
sits down with Ali to explain what 
the organization does, and how he 

| might be able to help. 

“On many occasions,” Yesilyurt 
tells FHM, “we are the first people 
they have told their story to. This is 
a big responsibility. Taking the story 

| of a trauma victim is highly special- 
ized, because if you're not careful, 
you may overwhelm and actually 
re-traumatize him. It’s like dancing:

You need to watch the client's 
footsteps. You can’t push him, and 
you need to go in the same step.” 
Sitting close, Yesilyurt is trying to 
gauge Ali’s pace. He doesn’t want to 
rush him, yet he wants to encourage 
him to talk. Through a translator, Ali | 
begins to open up. 


About a month ago, he was eating 
dinner with his family in Iran when 
four men in civilian clothing burst 
in and seized Ali and his father. The 
men blindfolded them, tossed the 
pair into a car and drove off to an 
unmarked rural building. Ali and 
his father were separated, and then 
the men began grilling Ali with 
questions about his older brother. 
“The men were saying that he was 
politically involved,” Ali tells Yesil- 
yurt, “but he’d never said anything 
about it to me. I explained to the 
men, ‘He told us he was going away 
on vacation with friends to Tehran a 
week ago, and that he'd call our 
mother on Monday. But we haven't 
heard from him.”” Unsatisfied with 
his answer, the men threatened to 
kill his father if Ali didn’t give up 
his brother. 

Still blindfolded, Ali was then 


| handcuffed and led into another 


room, where he was subjected to a 
sudden and savage beating. “There 
were three men, but only one of 
them questioned me,” he recalls. 
“He kept saying, ‘How can you say 


| you don’t know about your brother?

Ali eventually lost consciousness 
and was thrown in a cell—a small, 
bare room with a concrete floor, a 
dirty blanket and a toilet in the 
corner. He wasn’t given any water, 
and the only food he received was 
a dry piece of bread. After some 
time, he was dragged back into the 
interrogation room. “I was kicked 
in the ribs and stomach, and then 
they lifted my shirt and whipped 
me. I was made to lie facedown on 
a bench, and they handcuffed my 
hands underneath it and started 
whipping me again. They whipped 
me all over, and I could feel my skin 
coming off. I was pleading and 

| crying. They kept telling me, ‘We 
| can torture you worse than this.” 


The foundation examined 5,500 
torture victims from more than 90 
countries in 2001. When asked 
about clients he has dealt with, 
Yesilyurt rattles off a brief but 
astounding list: There was an Iraqi, 
maimed and crippled by Saddam 
Hussein's thugs; a Tamil man with 
bleeding wounds on his wrists and 
ankles caused by manacles the Sri 
Lankan army used to keep him 
chained to a wall for three days; a 
Kurdish teenager suffering from 
permanent dizzy spells after being

When examined, case reports 
suggest that torture has evolved 
into a sickening art form. Some 
torturers have used hairdresser’s 
scissors to tear the skin from a 
victim's back down to the shoulder 
blade in the Republic of Congo; 

in Nigeria, prisoners have been 
beaten so badly that their skin 
became raw, infected and finally 
putrid with rot; in Singapore, a 
flogging with a rattan cane can 
cause the buttocks to swell to twice 
its normal size; women in central 
Africa, Sierra Leone and the former 
Yugoslavia, have been systemati- 
cally raped as a means of terrorizing 
entire communities; Tamils have 
hung their captives upside down, 
forced them to inhale chili fumes, 
inserted pins under their fingers 
and applied red-hot rods to their 
testicles; wires and horse hairs have 
been inserted into the penises of 
native Uigurs in the far northwest 
of China. 

Although the physical injuries 
of torture vary, it’s the mental 
anguish that often leaves the 
deepest scars. Yesilyurt describes 
a client who spent 10 years being 
severely tortured in jail—beatings, 
suffocation, suspension and

electric shock to his genitals. While 
being interviewed, the victim 
desperately snuggled and cuddled 
up to a male relative. “This is a man 
who is over 30 years old,” Yesilyurt 
says, “yet he has been reduced to 
acting like an infant.” 


Though it has been nearly a month 
since Ali escaped, just recalling the 
events is devastating. He is crying 
now, but trying to hide it. Yesilyurt 
observes that Ali sits stiffly and has 
trouble turning his upper body. Not 
wanting to push Ali any further 
when it is obviously so difficult for 
him, Yesilyurt asks him if he’d mind 
showing us his back. Ali nods, and 
gently pulls up his shirt. His back, 
shoulders and arms are covered in 
long, deep welts that are oozing and 
bloody. Yesilyurt takes pictures and 
summons a doctor. He is puzzled as 
to why Ali is in such bad shape 27 
days after being lashed, and asks if 
he knows what they used as a whip. 
Ali shakes his head, “I was blind- 
folded,” he says. “I couldn't see.” 
Dr. John Joyce is brought in to 
examine Ali. He determines that 
Ali’s wounds are likely the result 
of electrical cables being used as a 
whip, which cut deeper than most 
other lashes. After Joyce leaves, 
Yesilyurt asks Ali what happened 
next in the second session with his 
inquisitors. Ali says he began to 
plead hysterically with his inter- 
rogators, telling them he'd do what- 
ever they wanted. They told Ali 
they'd let him go on one condition. 
“They told me I had one week to 
find my brother. They said, ‘We'll

be watching you, and your father 
remains with us. If you don’t do 
what we say, he will be killed.” Then 
they blindfolded him again, drove 
him to a neighborhood not too far 
from his own and shoved him out 

of the car. A neighbor found Ali, 
bloodied and starving, and gave him 
money for a taxi. 

His situation was dire: If he 
found his brother, he was effectively 
sentencing him to death. If he 
didn’t, he was doing the same to his 
father. And for all he knew, no 
matter what he did, all three of 
them could be killed. Ali talked it 
over with his uncle, who wisely 
decided the one life they could do 
something about was Ali's. The uncle 
borrowed money and hired an agent

who would smuggle Ali to Turkey. 

Ali breaks down again and is 
crying inconsolably. Between sobs, 
he tells us he has no idea where his 
brother is, if his father is still alive, 
and whether his uncle was seen 
helping him and is therefore a 
marked man as well. Like most 
asylum-seekers whom Yesilyurt 
and his early-intervention team 
see, Ali has been severely, and 
likely permanently, traumatized. 
While his body will heal with time, 
the unbearable memories will 
always be there, surfacing some- 
times under the most ordinary 
circumstances. 

“T think I am a totally different 
person now,” Ali says. Yesilyurt 
explains that such feelings are all 
too common among his patients. 
“They think, ‘I wasn’t like this 
before: I could sleep, I could make 
love, I could trust people. Now I 
can't sleep, I can’t love, I can’t 
trust... .’ Once something like 
this happens to you, you have this 
sense that, no matter what you do, 
normal life could disappear just as 
suddenly again.” 


Yesilyurt and his team will continue 
to counsel Ali. They'll also help him 
find housing, get legal aid and 
medical attention, learn English and 
do everything he must to settle into 
his new country so he can try to 
return to some semblance of normal 
life. But at this point, Ali is still 
clearly overwhelmed. 

“Usually, he comes into the ses- 
sions crying,” Yesilyurt says. “Every 
time he has pain in his back or legs, 
these memories flood in that pre- 
vent him from thinking, ‘Thank God 
I'm safe.’ It doesn’t work like that. 
He thinks, ‘I lost my family. What 
will happen to me in the future?” 

Ali is also afraid that Iran's secret 
police—whom he believes were his 
torturers—are after him. “I keep 
thinking I can see somebody 
following me in the streets here,” he 
says. “I lost my life, my country— 
but I didn’t commit a crime.” 

During a later session, Ali reveals 
that while waiting for the plane in 
Turkey that would take him to 
England, he was in such despair 
that he attempted suicide in the 
airport bathroom. Now in London, 
Ali lies awake at night wishing he’d 
succeeded. “I wish that they had 
not saved me,” he says. “Life has 
no meaning.” FHM
